While the rest of the world is criticising Uncle Sam as a rich 
old skinflint, hating him as a creditor and trying to hedge on the 
payment of money borrowed from him, it is busier than ever try­ 
ing to borrow more.

Marshall On Free Speech 


Here is what might be called a posthumous editorial by 
Thomas R. Marshall, former vice president, widely known and 
loved for his genial wit and wisdom. 
It is a passage from the 
book he completed just before he died, “A Hoosier Salad.” 
Marshall was in favor of tolerating free speech not neces­ 
sarily because of any inalienable right to say what a man pleases. 
and not necessarily because of any constitutional guarantee, but 
because he considered it the most safe and sensible way. 
“I have been led to conclude as the days have gone by,” he 
wrote, “that our English forebears were wiser than we in their 
knowledge of human nature. Repression on the part of a govern­ 
ment sooner or later will result in such an accumulation of gas asJ J 
will inevitably result in the destruction of the government. 
“A government should always keep the cork out of the bottle 
of its principles. 
It should let effervesce freely and unrestrained 
the gas of all those who are not satisfied with what the govern 
ment is doing.

Marshall On F ree Speech 


Here is what might be called a posthumous editorial 
Thomas R. Marshall, former vice president, widely known and 
loved for his genial wit and wisdom. 
It is a passage from the 
book he completed just before he died, “A Hoosier Salad.” 
Marshall was in favor of tolerating free speech not neces­ 
sarily because of any inalienable right to say what a man pleases. 
and not necessarily because of any constitutional guarantee, but 
because he considered it the most safe and sensible way. 
“I have been led to conclude as the days have gone by,” he 
wrote, “that our English forebears were wiser than we in their 
knowledge of human nature. 
Repression on the part of a govern­ 
ment sooner or later will result in such an accumulation of gas a s1 
will inevitably result in the destruction of the government. 
“A government should always keep the cork out of the bottle 
of its principles. 
It should let effervesce freely and unrestrained 
the gas of all those who are not satisfied with what the govern 
ment is doing. The meetings at Hyde Park and Trafalgar square, 
in which the discontented get off of their chests all that they have 
to say about the iniquity of the British government, have done 
much in preserving that ancient democracy.”

Old Man of the North Makes 
Friends With MacMil­ 
lan’s Party. 


Washington.—This ii the tile of 
AkkemMFngwiL Old Min of the North, 
ane* r mighty hunter, and now a 
mighty ?ater and patriarch of Btah, 
aa told by Maynard Owen Williams 
of the, MacMillan Arctic expedition 
forwarded by "the machine that talk! 
through the nlr,” aa the Eaklmoa call 
It, to the N«tiee.al Geographic aociety 
at Washington. 
The amateur radio operator, who 
relayed tli£ message, was A. W. Ever­ 
est of station I ABE, at Pittsfield, 
Maas. 
"Although it Is known as (he most 
northerly settlement in the world, 
Efah's population is unstable," the 
message says. 
‘Tupik and igloo, summer tent and 
winter rock house, are not always In 
the some location. 
The Eskimo, still 
a lion ter. moves his dwellings to sea 
or hill aff ording to whether he Is pur­ 
suing the savage walrus or searching 
his stone or metal traps for blue foxes 
or other game. * Summer or winter 
there are likely to be Eskimo settle­ 
ments at Anoritok and other places 
farther north. 
Not Afraid of Work. 
“The dean of E£ali society, by living 
the year round in a rock igloo at the 
Inner break of the Utah harbor. 
Boomerang, enables Etah to maintain 
its reputation. When there was work 
to be done in assembling the planes, 
this old Eskimo chose for himself a 
convenient viewpoint and restricted 
his heavy labor to overseeing the Job 
of paring a new back plaster whose 
presence wa* proclaimed only by ills 
peen liar stoop. 
"Akkomidingwa came to be known 
as OJdOick-in-the-Baclr. 
He is fa­ 
ther of the tribe's best hunter, Nooka- 
ptngwa. The old man has staked out 
for himself a sitting-out job and taken 
late his home aa partner and help­ 
mate s seventeen-year-old girl whose 
Industry la as unnoticeable as his 
own. 
"As an eater, Akkomidlngwa 
is 
without a peer among file Smith Sound 
Eskimos and lie is as regular with his 
meals as there are meals. 
A cquisitive 
by nature, Ids stomach, acting as gen­ 
eral staff of operations, looks out for 
Itself first. 
"When I firs# heard of him he was 
C led the greatest ‘bummer’ and 
sr among a people whose way of 
itiTittaff'themselves to partake of tile 
white man’s food might beget more 
erasure were it not for thd fact that 
when opportunity arises they are as 
sager to share their own aa another's. 
“Akkomidlngwa Is as clever as any 
af bis Juniors and has a real sense of 
* humor. His head not only serves his 
feet and his stomach, but contains a 
craftiness that he is ready to place at 
the disposal of his friends 
When a 
visitor wants a section 
of walrus 
foak made Into a gavel head bearing 
the insignia of hit lodge, Akkemidlng- 
wa is the one who can do the job. 
“He' conceived a real friendship 
for Doctor Dnvldoff (Dr. Leo Davtdoff 
•f Boston), and in return for profes­ 
sional services rendered, which not 
only relieved the sches of sge but 
also gave the old man a certain 
standing in bls own community, he 
made a generous present for which ha 
obstinately refused any return. Keels 
also. won bls admiration and our 
letbyologlst proclaims that he bas 
■ever detected a sign of tho mercenary 
In the old man’s makeup. 
Weeps for Sow.

Boomerang, enables E tah to maintain 
its reputation.

“Akkomldingwn is as clever as any 
of bis juniors and has a real sense of 
humor.

While the rest of the world is criticising Uncle Sari as a rich 
eld skinflint, hating him as a creditor and trying to hedge on the 
payment of money borrowed from him, it is busier than ever try­ 
ing to bo ITOW more. 
This seems to be the real purpose behind the debt settle- 
mets, aside from Great Britain's. 
It was frankly admitted that 
the principal reason why France sought a settlement was to raise 
her credit and enable her to negotiate new loans in America. Italy 
has the same notion. So have other debtors. 
Europe owes this country more than $10,000,000,000 in pii- 
vate loans, on top of all the big government loans. 
In the last 
three months America has sent more cash to Europe than it spent 
to build the Panama canal. The total increase this year has been 
more than $1,000,000,000, and negotiations are pending tor ah 
other billion. 
For every dollar that Europe hapd.s America to apply on old 
loans, it wants another five. 
How can there be any rood in such 
party? 
Europe needs to stop borrowing.

Police Commissioner Enright, of New }oik city, submit:* 
these recommendations for the cure of clim e; 
1. Abolish the gun through natiomil legislation so that none 
but ti lose rightfully entitled to carry one 
such as law enforce­ 
ment officials—could do so. 
2 . Abolish the parole system, the indeterminate sentence 
m d the suspended sentence entirely except in rare cases where 
they might prove necessary in giving justice. 
3 . Increase sentences for major crimes—such as robbery 
with a gun—to double the present sentence and place judges on 
the bench who will inflict maximum instead ot minimum punish­ 
ment. 
4 . Revolutionize the bail system so that bail would be for­ 
feited if a person is found guilty of an additional crime while on 
bail for a previous one. 
5. Quit “coddling” the criminal. 
All of them are worth considering. 
Some of them instantly 
commend themselves. 
The one that the commissioner puts I irs! 
is probably most important. 
DisaiTnainent of the criminal class is the first big practical 
step iii stopping crimes of violence; and if it cannot be accom­ 
plished without disarming all private citizens, the country may 
have to reconcile-itself to that. “The right to bear arm s” guaran­ 
teed in the federal constitution was intended to apply to state 
militias, no to individuals. 
Better than all other remedies, however, is promptness and 
certainty in the punishment of criminals, by whatever penalties 
are provided. That is primarily a question of court reform.

Here is what might be called a posthumous editorial by 
Thomas R. Marshall, former vice president, widely known and 
loved for his genial wit and wisdom.

Marshall was in favor of tolerating free speech not neces­ 
sarily because of any inalienable right to say what a man pleases.

WASHINGTON, Oct. 9.—Announce­ 
ment by the United 
States 
Public 
Health Service that four lepers. com­ 
mitted to the Marine hospital at Car- 
villo, Louisiana, several 
years 
ago, 
have been discharged, aw akens inter­ 
est in the discase 
with 
which they 
were ifflu ted, and which from time 
Immemorial, has 
been 
dreaded 
by 
mankind. 
Those patients were discharged as 
being no lout'or a menace to the pub­ 
lic health 
the disease having been 
cured, rn to use the language of phy­ 
sician , arrested. This does not mean 
a complete 
lire, but a state wherein 
the victim may go about his business 
as ho did formerly, without any dan­ 
cer to thus. around him, and without 
feeling the * ffects of the disease. 
Where leprosy originated few ven­ 
ture to sa* That is expected in Egypt 
in 4600 Ii, (’. is known. 
Aristotle de­ 
scribed it and the later Greek w riters 
knew of it. 
That it was prevalent in 
ancient times In Asia, and that it at­ 
tacked th* Greeks a n d 'Romans is also 
known, but Its origin has never been 
determined definitely. 
There have 
been legends written 
shout this disease and* during the mid­ 
dle ages the gripping fear of it per­ 
sisted, 
Its curious behavior confoun­ 
ded men and awe was Inspired by it. 
It was believed th at China and Japan 
and the Orient In general were filled 
with It aud a sort
